When the party reached Fort Huport, 
however, tho Indians there scared the 
"Bpccimcns" with raw-liead-and-bloody- 
bone yarns .so that they decamped during 
tho night. Tho Fort lluperta offered to 
supply the places of the fleeing Quatsemos 
with round-headed Hydahs, but the offer 
was declined with profuse thanks,!is round- 
heads are common in Europe. Prof. Ja- 
cobson came back cmptyhandcd except 
for tho curiof. The conical-shaped Iioada 
are an artificial not a natural formation. 
When a child is born a piece of board in 
strapped on either nido of the head imd 
rotained there until tho sconce,unable to 
spread at the sides, grows long and point- 
ed.
